There was little in the biographies of 


many of these gentleman of greater mo- 
ment, than in the administration of any 
other department of the Government, but 
the policy of some of the Secretaries of 
the Treasury during and after the rebel- 
lion was of great import to the welfare and 
reputation of the Republic. 


Mr. Hamilton organized the Treasury 


nnd funded our first public debt. The 
debt "vva.3 paid long ago, but the plan oi 
organization still exists — enlarged in its 
dimensions but unaltered in its system. , 
Only six. of Mr. BoutweU's predecessors 
survive — Messrs. 
Ewingv 
Meredith, 


Thomas, (Secretary for a month,) Dix, (for i 
two month**,} Chase and McGulloch. 


General Dix, brief as his term of office 


was, did noble service. His inaugural 
speech, in one of the unfinished balls of 
the Treasury, was eloquent and patriotic. 
Rebellion was 'flagrant, and in this city 
treason was eiuliaat, but he imprecated 
the wicked conspiracy against tbe Repub- 
lic, and called on every good citizen to be 
loyal to tlie Government. He soon after- 
ward resigned, and gallantly volunteered 
in defence of the country. 


Mr. Chase now took charge of the Treas- 


ury. He had an auspicious beginning. 
.Loyalty throughout tbe free States was 
unanimous and zealous. Banks and capi- 
talists offered money on the Secretary's 
own terms ; but when the sixty days mis- 
understanding portended a long war, and 
some permanent arrangement for loans 
had to be made, the cent per cent avidity 
of money-dealers, always latent, began, to 


cnv itself. Mr. GhabC was soon taught

Mr. Chase left a public debt of about 


sixteen hundred and fifty millions; Mr. 
Fesacndcn loft about two thousand rnil- 
lion«, and Mr. McCulloch about two thou- 
sand five hundred millions. The debt was 
at its maximum on tho 1st of March, 1SC6, 
when the whole amount of the principal, 
less bonds issued to tho Pacific railway 
companies, cash in the treasury, and ac- 
crued interest, was 
$2,707,806,000 22. 


There must be added to this sum sundry 
large outstanding claims, which have been 
from time to time paid, and are still being 
paid, out of the revenues of the Govern- 
ment, although not enumerated as por- 
tions of the public debt. This large out- 
lay and thwo floating liabilities cannot, 
without great trouble, be ascertained or 
estimated, but they must always vex the 
computations of the statist, and no pre- 
cise statement will ba expected. 


It is pleswant, to know, however, that 


the debt is in process of diminution. On 
tho first of this mouth, June 1,1870, the 
total net debt was §2,400,502,371.78. 


Since M-ireh, 1868, when Mr. Boutwell 


rook eharye of tbe Treasury, the debt has 
been reduced !pllb',9QO,88S.2y, and at the 
curroiiu rate of reduction all of our bonded 
liabilities will be redeemed in ;ibout four- 
teen years. 


It is a question now whether Congress 


ought to reduce taxation so as to provide 
only enough revenue as may meet the cur- 
rent expenses of tlie Government and pay 
tlie accruing interest on the public debt, 
but none ot the principal of it, or to allow 
thiiigd to remain as they are, and hand 
over to our seven-year old boys, in 1884, 
when tbcy shall have attaint-d lawful ago, 
a nation iree of debt and with inexhausti- 
ble resources. "What a glorious inherit- 
ance !

In thin case, the relative* on both aide* 
being numerous, upwards of fifty wit- 
nessed the ceremony, and afterward* aat 
down to a splendid dinner, the table be- 
ing decorated in the moat elaborate man- 
ner with ornaments and flower* of the 
rarest plants. Oa the napkin of each 
lady there was an exquisite bouquet of 
camelias and other exotics, bound with a 
rosette of white ribbon, with the name* 
of bridegroom and bride, and the date, 
embroidered in gold letters; while for 
each gentleman there was a small bouquet 
for the button hole, with a similar roaette. 
During the dinner, which occupied two 
and a half hours, an excellent band in the 
ante-room played national, favorite and 
popular airs, after every toas% more espe- 
cially the great toast of the evening, there 
was a grand flourish of trumpets. When. 
tho dinner and toasts were over, an ad- 
ournment to the drawing room took place, 
and shortly af tewurds, to the surpriee of 
all, the lights were extinguished, and 
then followed & grand display of fire- 
works on ffic lawn and adjacent grounds, 
which were succeeded by a ball, when 
young and old joined in the dance, all 
going off as merry as a marriage belL" 


The next day there was a similar party 


at the house of tho parents of the bride- 
groom, but of what occurred there, or on 
the two following days at the parties given 
by other relatives, it is unnecessary to a*y 
anything'-as it would only be a repetition 
of what has already been told; but the 
ball given by the uncle of the bride at his 
splendid mansion cannot be thus passed 
over, as nothing of the kind could be finer 
or in better taste and style. The room* 
were decorated with transparencies and 
flowers of all kinds, with the most exqui- 
site camelias in the greatest profusion, 
while the elegance and splendor of the 
toilettes of the ladies could not*bo surpass- 
ed. After dancing for some time, supper 
was announced, and on every dish, in 
some way or other, were introduced the 
initials of tho bridegroom and bride. 
Among the diHhes were roasted woodcocks 
on trees, with silver doves at the top, with 
the all-pervading initials, and, sugar 
temples, 
with 
swans 
around 
with 


gold rings in their beaks. The toasts 
were here also followed, by a flourish of 
trumpets, and nothing was wanted to give 
effect tc the scene. After supper, danc- 
ing was resumed with a cotillion, at which 
the usual orders were distributed, in th,? 
form of couquets, on touching a spring in 
which a neatly drcieed figure started out, 
holding the initials, cards with mor.*os be- 
ing likewise dispensed, and the 'ndjaml 
gentleman who held corresponding cards 
were the partners for the dance, all beaide 
getting satin rosettes of different colors, 
with the usual letters embroidered in 
gold. Dancing was kept up until nearly 
throe in the morning, and that for Sweden 
is considered a very late hour, though else- 
where it might perhaps be said to be 
early. 


No time was announced as being yet 


fixed for the marriage, but whenever it 
may take place, it can scarcely be the oc- 
casion for more sumptuous entertainments 
than those by which the betrothal has been 
celebrated.

trees for an orchard, a quantity of t 
scattered around the roots will enhance 
the value of the tree for all time.

An 
excellent super-phosphate may be made 
by taking a hogshead, putting in a layer 
of bones, then itnother layer consisting of 
itehes wet down, then another layer of 
bones and ashes, and so on until filled. 
Keep wet and wait until the bones are re- 
duced or rendered eo soft as to be easily 
pulverized. I know a few farmers who 
practice this method and reap a rich re-

Look to your Grapec ! 


Burning of the odds and ends of tobac- 


co, to bcob'ained at some stores and at all 
tobacconist?, for two or three cents per 
pound, is tho best thing to smoke out all 
the early vermin from tbe grapery; and 
just now is a delicate time to watch the 
vines to see that they are free from these 
enemies. The smoking, however, should 
be done without regard to their presence.

will water the vi DCS while they an blos- 
soming. But when this is fully over the 
large syringe should thoroughly sprinkle 
everything inside, including vines, soil, 
glass, &c., twice or thrice a day. This 
must be accompanied with powdered sul- 
phur, placed in the vicinity of every Tine 
as a protection against mildew; and should 
mildew unfortunately make its appear- 
ance, the vines themselves should be 
sprinkled with it.

feed* upon the blossom, and leava» behind 
its progany, the small brown maggot that 
feeds ravcn-ittslT upon the leaves, and se- 
riously damaging whatever of the crop 
left by tlie bug.
